INTRODUCTORY NOTE 


For both educational and practical reasons the courses in Household 
Science for Elementary Schools, Continuation Schools, High Schools, and 
Collegiate Institutes are recommended as a training for girls. Since all 
young girls are members of families and a large number of them will 
establish homes of their own, it is desirable that they understand the 
factors that enter into the making of a home, and that they have training 


in the fundamental activities of an efficiently managed home, 


Instruction with practical application should be provided in a wide 
range of work which would include selection, storing use, preparation, 
and serving of food; selection, care, use, and construction of clothing, 
and household furnishings ; the care and use of a home and its equipment ; 
the care and guidance of children, the necessity and maintenance of good 
health, and the home care of the sick. 


In all the grades the courses should be so planned and taught as to 
develop a keen interest in the home, right health habits, habits of cleanli- 
ness, neatness, and methodical work, and a respect for homemaking in 
all its branches. The standard of workmanship demanded should be in 
keeping with the abilities of the pupils, and pupils should not be per- 
mitted to undertake projects that are beyond their abilities. 


Under the authority of The Department of Education Act the Minister 
of Education has approved the following Recommendations and Regula- 
tions’ for the Establishment and Maintenance of Household Science 
Courses: Part I—General Regulations; Part Il1—Special Provisions for 
Public and Separate School Boards of Rural and Urban Schools unable 
to comply with the provisions of the General Regulations. 


PARAL E 
GENERAL REGULATIONS 


PROCEDURE IN ESTABLISHING HOUSEHOLD 
SCIENCE CENTRES 


1. (1) The authority to establish a Household Science centre rests with 
the High School Board, the Continuation School Board, the Board of 
Education, or the Public or Separate School Board in the community 
concerned. 


(2) When a Board decides to establish a Household Science centre 
under the General Regulations, the scheme shall be submitted to the 
Minister for his approval. 


(3) Two or more Boards may co-operate in establishing Household 
Science centres. The provision for joint management and for financial 
support shall be mutually agreed upon by such Boards with the approval 
of the Minister. 


ACCOMMODATIONS 


2. (1) The plans of any building to be erected or of any rooms to be 
provided for Household Science shall be submitted to the Minister for 
his approval. The accommodations for a Household Science centre should 
include a laboratory of an area of 1,000 to 1,200 square feet and an 
additional room adjacent to the laboratory to be used for the storage of 
food supplies, sewing supplies and material and equipment for projects. 
This room should have an area of about 100 square feet. The storage 
space in these Household Science rooms should be arranged to facilitate 
the work of the pupils and the checking of the equipment at the close 
of each lesson. 


(2) The natural lighting provided in the rooms should equal that 
required by the Regulations governing the school in which the centre is 
situated. . Provision for artificial lighting should be such that the intensity 
of illumination on the working surface is at least 15 foot candles. 


(3) Suitable blackboards and bulletin boards should be installed on 
two sides of the laboratory. 


(4) The Household Science rooms should be located above grade 
level and preferably in a central position in the school. The walls, floors, 
and ceilings should be reasonably sound-proofed and so constructed that 
they can be kept clean and redecorated at a reasonable cost. Basement 
rooms with restricted natural lighting will not be graded higher than 
“fair”. (See Regulation 18). 


EQUIPMENT AND FURNITURE 


3. As the nature of the work to be undertaken in a Household Science 
centre will determine the equipment to be installed, and as each Board 
should feel free to carry on a form of Household Science best fitted to 
the locality concerned, no definite equipment list is included in these 
Regulations. 
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Specific proposals regarding equipment shall be submitted to the 
Department of Education for approval. 


4. (1) A complete inventory of all furniture and equipment purchased 
for the centre shall be kept in a suitable book in each Household Science 
centre. The equipment catalogue shall show in addition to a description 
of the article, the date of purchase, the vendor, and the actual cost to 
the Board. The equipment catalogue shall be submitted to the Inspector 
at the time of his official inspection. 


(2) A record of the supplies purchased shall be entered in a suitable 
book by the Household Science instructor. 


ORGANIZATION 


5. (1) In secondary schools where Household Science is a subject of 
instruction, it should be provided for girls of Grades IX and X (Lower 
School). It may also be offered to the girls of the Middle and the 
Upper Schools. 


(2) In public and separate schools where Household Science is a 
subject of instruction, it should be provided for the girls of Grades VII 
and VIII (Jr. IV and Sr. IV). It may also be offered to the girls of 
wetaces Vaud Vii(jrtIil and sr. LIT). 


6. In public and separate schools where Household Science is taught, a 
course in constructive work as outlined in the Courses of Study for Public 
and Separate Schools shall be satisfactorily taught in Grade I to VI 
(Forms I to III). This work should be taught by the regular grade 
teacher. 


7. A class in Household Science should be limited to 24 pupils. 


8. The pupils of Grades VIII (Sr. IV), IX and X (Lower School) 
should receive instruction in Household Science for at least three hours 
per week during the school year. It is recommended that these pupils be 
assigned to the Household Science centre for two one-quarter days per 
week. The pupils of Grades V (Jr. III), VI (Sr. III) and VII (Jr. IV) 
should receive at least one lesson in Household Science per week during 
the school year. It is recommended that the length of the period for 
Grades V and VI be one hour and for Grade VII one hour and a half. 


9. A register showing the attendance and the work of each pupil shall 
be kept in a suitable form. This register shall be submitted to the In- 
spector at the time of the official inspection. 


QUALIFICATIONS OF STAFF 


10. (1) The qualifications for teaching Household Science in a Col- 
legiate Institute shall be at least an Interim Household Science Specialist 


Certificate. 


(2) Qualifications for teaching Household Science in a High, Con- 
tinuation, Public or Separate School under this Part shall be at least an 
Interim Intermediate Household Science Certificate.

CERTIFICATION OF TEACHERS 


11. (1) The requirements for the Interim Specialist Household Science 
Certificate and for the Interim Intermediate Household Science Certificate 
are shown in the Calendar of the Ontario College of Education. 


(2) To obtain a Permanent Specialist Household Science Certificate 
the candidate must hold an Interim’ Specialist Household Science Cer- 
tificate and have had two years’ subsequent successful teaching experience 
in a Household Science centre in Ontario operating under the provisions 
of these General Regulations certified to by the Provincial Inspector of 
Household Science. 


(3) To obtain a Permanent Intermediate Household Science Cer- 
tificate the candidate must hold an Interim Intermediate Household Science 
Certificate and have had two years’ subsequent successful teaching ex- 
perience in a Household Science centre in Ontario, operating under the 
provisions of these General Regulations certified to by the Provincial 
Inspector of Household Science. 


DUTIES OF HOUSEHOLD SCIENCE INSTRUCTORS 


12. (1) The instructor in a Household Science centre shall be directly 
responsible to the Principal of the school in which the centre is situated. 


(2) The Household Science instructor shall be responsible for the 
maintenance of the equipment of the centre in a satisfactory working 
condition. Under the direction of the Principal she shall prepare the 
requisitions for supplies and for the replacement and repair of equipment. 


(3) The Household Science instructor shall be responsible for effec- 
tive instruction and training in the subject assigned to her, for the class 
management and discipline in her own centre, for active co-operation 
with the grade teachers and the Principal in securing suitable selection, 
arrangement, and correlation of the subject matter and materials of in- 
struction, and, in general, in contributing to the maintenance of the dis- 
cipline and “esprit de corps” of the school. 

Nore (1): It shall be the duty of the Household Science instructor 
to co-operate with the grade teachers and the principals of all schools 
from which classes come to the Household Science centre in which she 
teaches. 

Notre (2): The Household Science instructor is not to be relieved 
of any of the duties assigned to teachers under the Regulations governing 
the school in which the centre is situated. 


13. (1) Subject to instructions from the Minister, the Provincial In- 
spector of Household Science or his representative shall inspect the House- 
hold Science and constructive work carried on in Collegiate Institutes, 
High, Continuation, Public and Separate Schools. 


TEXT-BOOKS 


14. ‘Text-books for use in Household Science centres shall be selected 
by the Principal and the teacher and approved by the Minister. 


SUBJECTS OF THE COURSE OF STUDY 


15. (1) No legislative grant shall be paid for Household Science unless 
provision has been made for cookery, sewing, and home management. 
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(2) In all grades the work in Household Science should be related 
to the immediate interests and activities of the pupils and suited to the 
age of the pupils. 


(3) The organization of the details of the course of study is the 
responsibility of principals, teachers and local educational authorities, sub- 
ject to the approval of the Provincial Inspector. The following suggested 
topics are submitted as a guide in determining the nature of the Household 
Scence to be taught: 


1, Personal, Family and Community Relationships : 


The pupil’s relation and responsibility to members of his 
family and to his home and community. 


2. Cookery and Elementary Nutrition: 
(a) Shopping for supplies. 
(b) Care and suitable storage of food. 
(c) Preparation of meals. 
(d) Serving of meals. 


(e) Table setting for family meals, informal functions, and 
simple formal occasions. 


(£) Food for health — sources, uses, and suitable prepara- 
tion for family members. 
3. Clothing, Household Sewing, and Textiles: 
(a) Sewing equipment. 
(b) Clothing care, repair, selection, use and construction. 
(c) Textiles—story of the various fibres, identification, use. 
(d) Use, care, and operation of sewing machines. 


(e) Household Sewing—towels, bed linen, table linen, cur- 
tains, and accessories, and repair of above. 


(f) Dress design and colour. 
(g) Crafts—knitting, embroidery, weaving, rug-making. 


4. Home Management: 


(a) Care of the’ home—kitchen, bedroom, entrances, living- 
room, dining-room, cellar, garden, lawn. 


(b) Care of equipment commonly used in the home. 
(c) Home care of the sick. 

(d) Laundering. 

(e) Care and guidance of children. 

(f{) Management of time and money—personal, family. 


LEGISLATIVE GRANTS 


16. A Board which complies with the Regulations governing Household 
Science in respect of the accommodations, equipment, qualifications of 
staff, courses of study, and instruction shall be entitled to grants, as fol- 
lows, for each centre established. 


ANNUAL GRANTS: 


(1) A general grant according to the following plan:

Note: ‘The grading of each centre shall be dependent upon the 
following: 
(1) The satisfactory completion of the supplementary course 
in constructive work included in the curriculum for Grades 
I to VI (Forms 1 to III). 


(2) The accommodation, equipment, and supplies provided for 
the work. 


(3) The qualifications of the staff. 
(4) The character of the instruction. 


(5) The general organization and management. 


(2) Ten per cent. (10%) of the annual expenditure for teachers’ 
salaries over $600.00 to a maximum grant of $200.00. 


EQUIPMENT GRANT: 


Seventy-five per cent. (75%) of the expenditure on approved equip- 
ment and furniture for Household Science. The equipment grant shall 
not exceed $750.00. 


Norrs: (1) The grant on equipment and furniture is intended to 
assist Boards with the initial cost of establishing centres for the teaching 
of these special subjects. The necessary equipment and furniture should 
be secured as soon as possible after the centre is opened. No grant will 
be paid on equipment or furniture after the expiration of four years 
from the date of opening. 


(2) All expenditures for equipment and furniture upon which it is 
intended to apply for a grant must be approved by the Minister before 
purchase. Duplicate lists showing exact quantities and itemized prices 
shall accompany the application for approval. 


(3) Expenditures for consumable supplies, for repairs, for replace- 
ments of equipment, etc., shall not be included in a claim for grant on 
equipment. 


(4) Details of the legislative grants payable in respect to Household 
Science carried on by the Board of a rural or urban school which is unable 
to comply with the provisions of this Part will be found in Part H— 
Special Provisions for Rural and Urban Schools. 


17. (1) Grades V and VI (Jr. III and Sr. III) may be admitted to the 
Household Science centre, but grants shall not be paid on Grade IV (Sr. 
II) or below: 


(2) When the provision for the above courses is less than the time 
of one full-time teacher in Household Science, the annual grants (Regu- 
lation 16) will be proportionately decreased. 
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(3) When an equipment for Household Science on which a Legis- 
lative Grant has been paid remains unused for two years, the Minister 
may direct the transfer of a part of the equipment, equal in value to the 
grant, to other centres in the Province. 


(4) The costs of equipment and supplies, etc., for the previous 
calendar year shall be reported to the Departmental Inspector of House- 
hold Science on the occasion of the annual inspection of the centre. It 
shall be the responsibility of the Secretary of the Board to have this 
information available. 


METHOD OF GRADING 


18. (1) In accordance with Regulation 16 the Provincial Inspector shall 
grade each centre excellent, good, fair, poor, unsatisfactory, with res- 
pect to each of the following items: constructive work, accommodation, 
equipment, supplies, character of the instruction, organization, man- 
agement. 


(2) The grading of the centre as required by Regulation 16 shall 
be determined in the following manner: 


Grade I. If the grading in respect to any two of the above-mention- 
ed items is below ‘good’, the centre may at the discretion of the Provincial 
Inspector be given a provisional grading of I, but this provisional grading 
may not be granted for two consecutive years. 


If the grading in respect to any three of these items is below ‘good’, 
the centre shall not be graded I. 


Grade II. If the grading in respect to any two of the above-men- 
tioned items is below ‘fair’, the centre may at the discretion of the Provin- 
cial Inspector be given a provisional grading of II, but this provisional 
grading may not be granted for two consecutive years. 


If the grading in respect to any three of these items is below ‘fair’, 
the centre shall not be graded II. 


Grade III. If the grading in respect to any two of these items is 
below ‘poor’, the centre may at the discretion of the Provincial Inspector 
be given a provisional grading of III, but this provisional grading may 
not be granted for two consecutive years. 


If the grading in respect to any three of these items is below ‘poor’, 
the centre shall not be graded III. 


If the grading in respect to any four of these items is below ‘poor’, 
no grants shall be paid. 


(3) Irrespective of the grading of the centre, no grants shall be 
paid if the teacher is not properly certificated as required in Regulation 10. 
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PART 


SPECIAL PROVISIONS FOR RURAG 
URBAN SCHOOLS 


19. The general Regulations, Part I, are applicable to all Household 
Science work carried on under Part II, except as provided otherwise in 
Parte 


20. (1) The Board of a rural or urban Public or Separate School which 
is unable to comply with the provisions of the General Regulations may 
provide instruction in Household Science in accordance with the Regu- 
lations of Part II. 


(2) The authority to introduce Household Science rests with the 
Public or Separate School Board or the Board of Education. 


(3) When a Board decides to introduce Household Science into 
a school under this Part, the scheme shall be submitted to the local Public 
or Separate School Inspector for his approval. When the enrolment of 
pupils in the school or schools under the Board is such that there may be 
some doubt as to whether the Household Science should be carried on 
under Part I or Part II, the Public or Separate School Inspector may 
refer the proposed scheme to the Minister for approval. 


21. ‘Two or more Boards may co-operate to establish a centre under the 
provisions of the General Regulations or subject to the approval of the 
Minister they may co-operate by equipping one or more centres and by 
employing in common a properly qualified teacher. The provision for 
joint management and for financial support shall be such as may be 
mutually agreed upon by such Boards. 


ACCOMMODATIONS 


22. (1) In ungraded schools (one-teacher schools) the provision in the 
classroom of a work-table, a cupboard for the suitable storage of sup- 
plies and equipment, cookery utensils, and a stove will prove satisfactory. 
When sufficient space is not available in the classroom, work-tables and 
other equipment may be installed in an adjoining room or in the basement, 
if such is available and suitable. 


(2) In graded schools (more than one teacher) satisfactory accom- 
modation may be provided by the installation of the necessary equipment 
in one of the class-rooms or in some other suitable room. In the larger 
graded schools coming under this Part, a separate room should be pro- 
vided. This room should conform to the Regulation, Part I, with respect 
to natural and artificial lighting. 
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EQUIPMENT AND FURNITURE 
23. (1) Ungraded Schools (one-teacher schools) : 


The following list of articles is suggested as meeting the minimum 
requirements for equipment. This list should be extended to meet local 
needs. Good grade equipment should be purchased.

If a hot dish is served at the noon lunch, the following will be re- 
quired per pupil: 
knife, fork, teaspoon, glass, plate, fruit-dish, cup and 
saucer; salt and pepper shakers per 4 students. 


(2) Graded Schools (more than one-teacher schools) : 


The equipment required will depend on the local situation, the num- 
ber and grade of students in the class, the kind of work undertaken, etc. 
The minimum list shown above should be extended so that sufficient 
equipment is available for all the students in the class under instruction. 


24. (1) A complete inventory of all furniture and equipment purchased 
for the Household Science shall be kept in the school catalogue and shall 
be submitted to the Inspector on the occasion of his official visit. 


(2) The cost of equipment and supplies for the current school year 
shall be reported to the Department on the special report form provided. 
(Household Science Circular No. 1.) It shall be the responsibility of the 
Secretary of the Board to have this information available. 


(3) A record of supplies purchased annually showing cost to the 
Board shall be kept by the instructor in a suitable book. 
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ORGANIZATION 


25. (1) Public and Separate Schools carrying on Household Science 
under this Part shall provide instruction in the subject for the girls of 
Grades VIL. (Jr. TV) and; VIM (sr. IV).2 It mayalso, be offeredmre 
girls of Grades V (Jr. IIL) and VI (Sr. II). 


(2) The course in constructive work outlined in the Course of Study 
for Public and Separate Schools shall be satisfactorily taught in Grades I 
to VI (Forms I to III1). This work should be taught by the regular 
grade teacher. 


(3) A class in Household Science should be limited to 24 pupils. 
In a graded school with more than one Household Science class, the 
minimum enrolment in each class should not be less than 12 pupils. 


(4) The minimum amount of time for each class shall be one hour 
per week during the year. 


(5) A record showing the work of each pupil shall be kept in a 
manner approved by the Inspector. 


QUALIFICATIONS OF STAFF 


26. ‘The qualifications for teaching Household Science in a Public or 
Separate School under the provisions of this Part shall be at least an 
Interim Elementary Household Science Certificate. If the teacher has 
not this certificate, the grants payable under this Part shall be reduced 
as provided in Regulation 30. 


CERTIFICATION OF TEACHERS 


27. (1) The requirements for the Interim Elementary Household 
Science Certificate are shown in the General Announcement of Summer 
Courses, in the Announcement of the Ontario Training College for 
Technical Teachers, and in Circular No. 35E, issued by the Department 
of Education. 


(2) To obtain a Permanent Elementary Household Science cer- 
tificate, the candidate must hold an Interim Elementary Household Science 
certificate and have had two years’ subsequent successful teaching ex- 
perience in conducting the Household Science classes in a Public or 
Separate School in Ontario operating under this Part, approved by the 
local Public or Separate School Inspector and subject to the recommen- 
dation of the Provincial Inspector of Household Science. 


INSPECTION 


28. Subject to the instructions from the Minister the local Public or 
Separate School Inspector under the general supervision of the Provincial 
Inspector of Household Science shall inspect the Household Science in 
Public or Separate Schools conducting the work under this Part. 


SUBJECTS OF THE COURSE OF STUDY 


29. The instructor is referred to Regulation 15, Part I, for suggestions 
as to the nature of the course of study in Household Science. 
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LEGISLATIVE GRANTS 


30. (1) The Public or Separate School Board of a rural or urban 
school which is unable to comply with the provisions of the General Regu- 
lations, but which provides instruction in Household Science for at least 
the pupils of Grades VII (Jr. IV) and VIII (Sr. IV) shall be entitled 
to grants as set out in (3) below, when the following conditions have been 
satisfactorily met: 


(a) The accommodations and equipment, the course of study, 
the character of the instruction, shall be approved by the 
local school Inspector ; 


(b) the time-table of the school shall show the amount of time 
allotted to the work. The minimum amount for each class 
taught separately shall be one hour per week during the 
year ; ; 


(c) the constructive work prescribed in the curriculum for 
Grades I to VI (Forms I to III) shall be satisfactorily 
taught. 


(2) A combined report covering the current school year shall be 
submitted by the teacher and Board on a special form provided by the 
Department and shall be transmitted to the Department through the local 
Public or Separate School Inspector on or before July 15th. 


(3) On the recommendation of the Public or Separate School In- 
spector, subject to the approval of the Departmental Inspector of House- 
hold Science, grants will be paid out of the grant appropriated for this 
work according to the following schedules: 


A. Ungraded Schools (schools with one teacher) : 


(1) When the teacher holds at least a Second-class certificate 
and at least the Elementary certificate in Household Science. 


‘Lo thes Boara— 


(a) an annual grant of ten per cent. (10%) of the teacher's 
salary in excess of $500.00, to a maximum grant of 


$100.00 ; 


(b) an initial equipment grant of seventy-five per cent. 
(75%) of the expenditure made during the first two 
years on approved expenditures for equipment to a 
maximum expenditure of $80.00. (Maximum grant 


under this clause $60.00). 


To the Teacher— 
An annual grant of $50.00. 


(ii) When the teacher holds at least a Second-class certificate 
and has satisfactorily completed the work of one summer 
course in Household Science provided by the Department, 
and undertakes to complete Part II the following year. 
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To the Board 


(a) an annual grant of one-half of ten per cent. (10%) 
of the teacher’s salary in excess of $500.00, up to a 
maximum grant of $50.00; 


(b) an initial equipment grant of seventy-five per cent. 
(75%) of the expenditure made during the first two 
years on approved expenditures for equipment up to 
a maximum expenditure of $80.00. (Maximum grant 
under this clause $60.00). 


To the Teacher— 
An annual grant of $15.00. 
(iii) When the teacher holds at least a Second-class certificate, 
but no certificate in Household Science. 


To the Board— 


(a) an annual grant to reimburse the Board for the annual 
expenditure for supplies in Household Science, but 
the refund shall not exceed one-half of ten per cent. 
(10%) of the teacher’s salary in excess of $500.00, to 
a maximum grant of $20.00;

(b) an initial equipment grant of seventy-five per cent. 
(75%) of the expenditure made during the first year 
on approved expenditures for equipment to a maxi- 
mum expenditure of $50.00. (Maximum grant under 


this clause $30.00). 


B. Graded Schools (schools with more than one teacher). 


(1) When the teacher holds at least a Second-class certificate 
and at least the Elementary certificate in Household Science. 


To the Board— 


(a) an annual grant of ten per cent. (10%) of the teacher’s. 
salary in excess of $500.00 for the first class in House- 
hold Science and an additional two per cent. (2%) of 
the same excess for each additional class in Household 
Science to a maximum grant of $250.00;

an initial equipment grant of seventy-five per cent. 
(75%) of the expenditure made during the first two 
years on approved expenditures for equipment to a 
maximum expenditure of $80.00 for the first class 
and $40.00 for each additional class in Household 
Science. (Maximum grant under this clause is $60.00: 
for the first class and $30.00 for each additional class). 


To the Teacher— 
An annual grant of $50.00. 
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(ii) When the teacher holds a Second-class certificate and has 
satisfactorily completed the work of one summer course 
in Household Science, provided by the Department, and 
undertakes to complete Part II the following year. 


To the Board— 


(a)

an annual grant of one-half of ten per cent. (10%) 
of the teacher’s salary in excess of $500.00 for the 
first class in Household Science and an additional one- 
half of two per cent. (2%) of the same excess for 
each additional class in Household Science to a maxi- 
mum grant of $125.00; 


an initial equipment grant of seventy-five per cent. 
(75%) of the expenditure made during the first two 
years on approved expenditures for equipment to a 
maximum expenditure of $80.00 for the first class 
and $40.00 for each additional class in Household 
Science.

To the Teacher— 


An annual grant of $15.00. 


(iii) When the teacher holds a Second-class certificate, but no 
certificate in Household Science.

an annual grant to reimburse the Board for the annual 
expenditure for supplies in Household Science, but 
the refund shall not exceed one-half of ten per cent. 
(10%) of the teacher’s salary in excess of $500.00 
for the first class plus one-half of two per cent. (2%) 
of the same excess for each additional class in House- 
hold Science to a maximum expenditure of $20.00 for 
the first class plus $10.00 for each additional class to 
a maximum grant of $60.00; 


an initial equipment grant of seventy-five per cent. 
(75%) of the expenditures made during the first year 
on approved expenditures for equipment to a maximum 
expenditure of $50.00 for the first class and $20.00 
for each additional class in Household Science. (Max- 
imum grant under this clause is $30.00 for the first 
class and $15.00 for each additional class). 


1. When more than one teacher in the school is teaching House- 


hold Science, the ten per cent. (10%) grant on salary shall 
be calculated on the lowest of the salaries paid to the teachers 
of Household Science. The two per cent. (2%) for each 
additional class shall be taken on the salaries of the teachers 
concerned. 
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2. Only one teacher grant in Household Science shall be pay- 
able in any one school. It shall be divided among the teachers 
concerned in proportion to the special classes taught. 


3. When the equalized assessment of the school section is in 
excess of $2,000,000.00, the annual grant to the Board shall 
be reduced as follows: 


(a) When the equalized assessment is in excess of $2,000,- 
000.00 but less than $3,000,000.00, the annual grant shall 
be reduced by twenty-five per cent. (25%) ; 


(b) When the equalized assessment is in excess of $3,000,- 
000.00, the annual grant shall be reduced by fifty per 
cent. (50%). 


31. If the amount voted by the Legislature is insufficient to pay in full 


the apportionments under the foregoing schemes (Regulations 16 and 
30), the Minister may make a pro rata reduction on the legislative grants. 
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
